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Social media post 
of traffic stop 
brings 10 charges 


At about 8:44 p.m. Saturday, a Van Buren 
Township police officer conducted a traffic 
stop on a vehicle for speeding on Haggerty 
Road. 

VBT Police Chief Jason Wright said the 
driver of the vehicle was issued a ticket for 
speeding and released. 

About 30 minutes later, VBT police were 
notified by the Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
Department that they observed a video on 
social media of the VBT’s officer’s traffic 
stop on Haggerty Road where a rear-seat 
passenger in that vehicle was observed 
pointing a handgun directly at the officer 
during the stop while the officer spoke with 
the driver. 

“To say the least, this was a very 
disturbing video and sobering to watch for 
anyone,” said Chief Wright. 

“This is an example of how dangerous 
traffic stop encounters can be for police 
officers,” he said. 

The video revealed the rear seat passenger 
had raised and pointed a semi-automatic 
handgun directly at the officer while 
holding a cellphone to record the incident, 
Chief Wright said. 

Van Buren Police Dispatch put a BOL (be- 
on-the-lookout) out to area departments 
referencing this incident and at about 11 
p.m., Washtenaw County Sheriff Deputies 
stopped the suspect vehicle and recovered 
a handgun and took the occupants from the 
vehicle into custody. 

The charge was felonious assault on the 
officer. After completing the investigation, 
a warrant request was prepared by Van 
Buren Township Police detectives. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office charged the suspect Jordon Chike 
Odumodu, age 21, of Ypsilanti, with nine 
criminal counts and a habitual offender, 
four-offense notice: 


e Weapons — firearms - possession by

LDFA discusses bylaw wording in case

John Delaney, second vice chairman of the 
Van Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority, had a question about 
what the LDFA would do in the future if 
it paid off its big debt and got some money 
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to spend. 

He asked the question at the end of the 
LDFA’s in-person meeting on March 8. 

He said his thinking on this started when 
he asked what they will do with the money 
from the sale of the LDFA property to 
DTE. He was told everything is needed to 
pay down the debt from the Visteon bond 
and it wouldn’t be wise to borrow money 
from VBT and pay interest on it when the 
DTE money could help pay down the debt. 

“But later, if we weren’t in arrears, what 
would we do with money?” Delaney asked.

He suggested the LDFA be proactive and 
not wait. Such a procedure is not mentioned 
in the bylaws. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who 
sits on the LDFA, said the LDFA sets its 
budget and the township board approves it. 

“If you had a great idea, you’d have to 
convince four of seven board members to 
approve it,’ Supervisor McNamara said, 
reminding him the LDFA is borrowing 
$1.7 million from the township every year 
until the bonds are paid off.

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Sumpter board approves administrator McClary on split vote

After a long discussion at its regular 
meeting on March 22, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees approved 
Darwin McClary as its new township 
administrator on a 4-2-0 vote, with Trustee 
Peggy Morgan refusing to vote at all. 

Trustee Morgan stated that she thinks 
Sumpter Township is too small to need an 
administrator. 

Voting yes were Trustees Tim Rush and 
Don LaPorte, Treasurer Vincent Warren, 
and Supervisor Tim Bowman. Voting no 
were Trustee Matthew Oddy and Clerk 
Esther Hurst. 

McClary will make a $90,000 salary 
and have the same benefits as other at-will 
employees at the township. He had said 
during his interview that he needed no 
health care. 

The recommendation of the hiring 
committee was added as an agenda item 
during the meeting. The committee 
had met on Feb. 28 to consider nine 
resumes for township administrator: 
Antoine Jordan, Neil Hammerbacher, 
Rodney Schellenberger, Ken D. Marten, 
confidential candidate (who requested full 
confidentiality in review and discussion), 
Jacob Goscicki, Don Hall, John Hamilton, 
and Karen Armatis. One additional 
person who had applied withdrew from 
consideration before that meeting. 

The committee then met on March 7 to 
interview the three final candidates — Ken 
D. Marten, Darwin McClary (who was the 
confidential candidate at the beginning), 
and Karen Armatis -- and then voted to 
meet again to reinterview McClary and 
Armatis, but the second interviews were 
not held. 

The second meeting, on March 14, was 
spent discussing the recommendations 
and considering news articles on McClary 
gathered by Public Safety Director Eric 
Luke and brought to the table by Clerk 
Hurst. 

When the board got to the hiring 
committee’s report on the March 22 
agenda, Clerk Hurst asked who made the 
decision to not bring the two finalists in 
for a second interview and why that was 
decided. 

She said the minutes of that first meeting 
said that they voted to bring the two 
finalists back for a second interview and 
the committee approved those minutes. 

“I understood they were coming,” said 
Trustee Morgan who was present at the 
March 7 and 14 meetings. “I was shocked 
they didn’t come.” 

“The background checks didn’t come back 
until after the first interviews,” said Hurst, 
who was appointed to the hiring committee

but missed the March 7 meeting. Trustee 
Rush filled in for her at that meeting. Then 
she was back for the March 14 meeting. 

“Everyone reviewed everything,” said 
Rush. “What more do we have to do?” 

Hurst said she saw red flags in the reports 
she saw on McClary and she didn’t like 
how often he changed jobs. 

Morgan said it was political as Treasurer 
Warren had pointed out that when a new 
board comes in, it often changes appointed 
employees. She said the same thing 
happens in Sumpter Township and other 
communities. 

Trustee LaPorte, who wasn’t at those 
meetings, said he was also under the 
impression there were going to be second 
interviews. He said a committee has to “Do 
what you say and say what you do.” 

“They were told not to come,” said Hurst, 
repeating she wants to know who decided 
that. 

“It’s nothing to do with him,” Morgan 
said of McClary who was sitting in the 
audience. 

“No. It’s all on us,” LaPorte agreed. 

“Im against hiring an administrator 
here,” said Morgan. “We’re not big enough 
and I don’t think it’s needed.” 

“McClary was voted in and we should 
leave it at that,” Supervisor Bowman said. 

“Who made the decision not to interview 
again?” repeated Hurst, who said she 
had wanted to be able to ask him some 
questions. “It’s in the minutes.” 

Trustee Matt Oddy said the minutes were 
approved without amendments and he was 
at the first meeting and expected them to be 


reinterviewed at the second meeting. It’s a 
matter of protocol, he said. 

Trustee Oddy also said they put two 
employees in positions they never should 
have been put in, having to vote on hiring 
someone they would be subordinate to. He 
referred to Finance Director Scott Holtz 
and Public Safety Director Eric Luke, who 
were on the hiring committee and voted on 
the candidates. 

“This board made that decision and it 
was a poor decision,” Oddy said, referring 
to naming the committee. “Voting to hire 
your boss? I think it was wrong.” 

“We can learn from our mistakes,” 
Bowman said. “Mr. Darwin ... McClary 
shouldn’t have to sit and listen to this ... 
It’s a bunch of crap ... There’s someone in 
our presence who hasn’t always followed 
procedure on numerous occasions.” 

“Mr. McClary still scored higher,” said 
Treasurer Warren who was chairman of the 
hiring committee. “We established our own 
protocol ... not saying mistakes weren’t to 
be made.” 

LaPorte said McClary probably is the best 
candidate. He said the second interview 
would have discussed wages and benefits, 
but Young stepped up to say the details of 
the contract would be the same as the other 
at-will employees. 

After the meeting, McClary shook 
hands with board members and Oddy told 
McClary his vote not to hire him was not 
personal. 

McClary of Waterford Township has 
30-plus years of experience as a city and 
village manager. He has a master’s degree 
in public administration, which was helpful 
to provide a well-rounded education, he 
said in the March 7 interview. 

He has experience in Human Resources 
and collective bargaining, as well as grants, 
administration, and procurement. 

He said he is a shy person and his work 
helped him to come out of his shell. He is 
experienced with working with staff and 
boards and particularly residents, he said. 

McClary said that he has a sense of 
humor, likes to laugh, and enjoy people he 
works with, but he is a strong manager. 

He told the hiring committee that he 
has never administered a township. He 
has managed cities and villages, but he 
is familiar with townships and general 
law township. Elected officials who are 
department heads is a new experience and 
exciting for him, he said. 

When asked how he deals with conflict, 
McClary replied to the hiring committee 
that you have to do everything you can 
to de-escalate the situation. A citizen is 
upset with the situation; they’re frustrated. 
You have to identify solutions to identify 
their concerns, being respectful and 


professional, with genuine empathy. 

In other business at the two-hour-and- 
18-minute meeting that included the work/ 
study and regular meetings, the board: 

e Removed from the agenda approval 
to entertain any and all offers for the 
township-owned property, Parcel #82 
81 016 99 0014 715, located on Sumpter 
Road. The board was, instead, considering 
using an auctioneer to sell the township 
property, which was discussed at the 
workshop before the regular meeting; 

e Approved the 2022-23 Sumpter 
Township Operating Budget; 

e Approved Fourth-Quarter Budget 
Adjustments; 

e Approved the language for the Police 
Protection Millage for the August ballot, 
that identifies two questions: a renewal/ 
increase of | mill and renewal/increase of 
2 mills, effective 2022, levied for 4 years. 
The | mill had been reduced by Headlee to 
.98044 mill and it will be increased to the 
original 1 mill and will bring an estimated 
$382,500 in the first year the millage is 
levied. The 2 mills were reduced to 1.96088 
by Headlee and it will be increased to the 
original 2 mills and is estimated to bring 
$765,000 in the first year the millage is 
levied; 

e Approved the proposal from Burnham 
& Flower Insurance Group for township 
liability and insurance coverage effective 
Aprill at a cost of $118,041, including 
last minute additions by Hurst. During 
the workshop there was discussion 
with township attorney Rob Young on 
liability concerning cutting vegetation at 
intersections; 

e Approved a contract with Kennedy 
Industries of Wixom to repair a lift station 
pump for a total cost of $7,190. DPW 
Director John Danci said this lift station 
is at Holiday Woods and it had an oil seal 
leak. There are two pumps there and the 
other is working so there still is service. He 
said it would cost $24,000 to replace the 
pump, 

e Approved purchasing DPW inventory 
from Core & Main of Canton totaling 
$15,364.67, as recommended by Danci; 

e After Hurst put a complicated item on 
the agenda concerning entering of accounts 
payable, with a $9,500 update, this was 
voted down with LaPorte, Warren, Oddy, 
and Bowman voting no; 

e After discussing it briefly at the work/ 
study session, decided to wait until another 
meeting to consider a resolution from the 
Conference of Western Wayne demanding 
that impacted Great Lakes Water Authority 
member communities not be responsible 
for the City of Highland Park’s GLWA 
debt. The resolution was brought forward

to address boards? 


There have been a few people unhappy 
lately with boards that represent them. In 
order to keep the public from saying too 
much at meetings that might disrupt things, 
public comments have been moved to the 
beginning of the agenda — and that’s it. 
That’s what happened at the Belleville 
DDA and Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees recently. 

If the board has a well-kept web site with 
the agenda on it so you can study it before 
the meeting and consider what needed 
comment before action farther on down the 
agenda, that might work. 

If, you get to the meeting, pick up the 
agenda, and see something you really 
care about on it, you have a few, precious 
moments to prepare your remarks. And, it’s 
hard to know what new information might 
be brought up in the discussion, so those 
things can’t be addressed. 

After their decisions are made, you can’t 
congratulate the board members on their 
votes or chastise them if you disagree. Too 
late. Wait until the next meeting. 

Some boards, like the city council, district 
library, VBT DDA, LDFA, Keystone 
Academy, Van Buren Public Schools, and 
VBT, Sumpter, and Belleville planning 
commissions, welcome public comments 
throughout the meetings, but we suppose if 
the comments were too harsh and too long, 
they’d have to make new rules, too. 

Just when should the public speak?

Township Planning Commission meeting, 
Steven Darke asked via zoom about any 
updates on construction proposed for the 
northeast corner of Morton Taylor and 
Tyler roads, just west of the condos.

1. Declaration of Independence — 2"

We hold these truths to be self-evident 
that all men are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable Rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights, Governments 
are instituted among Men, deriving their 
just power from the consent of the governed. 

2. The Bill of Rights — Effective Dec. 15, 
1791 

Article I known as the First Amendment 

Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press: or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the Government for a redress 
of grievances. 

First, I present my above quotes in order 
to emphasize and question how Sumpter 
Township enacts their public comment 
on agenda items, etc., at the start of their

The 
information submitted by Shane Elwart is: “NIFT is a Belleville-based startup formed 
in July of 2021. NIFT was formed after our family decided to build an autonomous 
vehicle in just 100 days. After successfully designing, building and demonstrating some 
basic autonomous functions in just over 100 days, we formed NIFT LLC, right here in 
Belleville, Michigan. We introduced the NIFT QB autonomous development platform 
on Sept. 26, 2021 at MotorBella. This platform is personal. It’s for a short trip in and 
around town for families and friends and it’s not just for us able-bodied people, but for 
the millions of Americans with disabilities that so often do not leave the confines of their 
home because of the difficulty of vehicle ingress and egress. Our platform is designed 
to have the very best ingress and egress of any vehicle. And if you happen to be in a 
wheelchair, we offer a level transition from curb to cart. The vehicle is all electric and is being 
driven not autonomously in the parade, but via an xBox controller. This is the method of 


control used during the early parts of autonomous 
development or for routes not yet developed for the driverless 
vehicle.” The shuttle won second place in the Experimental Division at the Detroit 


Autorama. It also was at Friday’s opening ceremonies at the Robotics competition at 
Belleville High School.

Library replacement 
millage can’t be 
captured 


To the editor: 

The article which was previously 
published in the March 17 Independent 
about the upcoming millage renewal for 
the District Library said on page 13: “they 
(The Library Board) no longer will have to 
contend with the Downtown Development 
Authorities and the Local Development 
Finance Authority with this replacement 
millage.” 

These DDA and LDFA funds are already 
our taxes so we are currently paying for 
the library through the DDA and LDFA. 
For those city residents who live within 
a DDA capture district, like the residents 
of Victoria Commons, all their taxes are 
captured and designated to be used for 
things other than infrastructure. If those 
residents vote in favor of the millage 
increase, most of that increase will be 
captured by the DDA anyway and will not 
go to library operating costs but just add to 
the DDA fund balance. 

This is like setting aside money in a 
personal bank account which can only 
be used for things other than your bills. 
Then when you need money to pay your 


everyday expenses you go to your boss 
at work and ask for a raise to cover your 
bills despite the fact that you have money 
in another account that could pay for them.

Editor’s Note: The replacement millage is 
not a “millage increase,” but a replacement 
of the exact amount of millage that expired 
last year after being approved by voters 
for operations of the library. The DDAs 
and LDFA will not be able to capture this 
new replacement millage because of state 
legislation. The Recodified Tax Increment 
Financing Act, PA 57 of 2018 exempts 
any library millage approved by voters 
after January 1, 2017 from tax capture. 
Not all of the property tax in a DDA or 
LDFA district is captured, just the amount 
of increase in property value after the 
date the DDA or LDFA was instituted. In 
Belleville, the library and city levy taxes 
and the DDA captures some of those taxes 
to use for its purposes. You’re right. It’s all 
our tax money being shifted around from 
one pocket to another.

Judge Martin affirms 


that Forsythe can be free 
pending March 28 exam

Wayne County Special Prosecutor Sona 
Movsisyan brought the case of Alexander 
Joseph Forsythe back to 34" District Court 
on March 16 with a motion hearing because 
she didn’t think he should be allowed to be 
released to his parent’s home in Livonia on 
a tether. 

Judge Lisa Martin said on March 9, 
Forsythe was granted $10,000 personal 
bond and could be released to live at his 
parents’ home in Livonia because his wife, 
the victim, lived in Van Buren Township 
and there would be no contact. 

But Prosecutor Movsisyan said the 
complainant works at a yacht club in 
Livonia and, in another incident, the 
defendant brandished his mother’s weapon 
at his wife at her job. Her childcare also is 
in Livonia, she said. Movsisyan said the 
defendant made contact with his wife from 
the Westland Jail where he was being held 
a couple of days after the hearing where he 
was told no contact. 

She told the judge this raised concerns 
because he had access to weapons. 
Forsythe’s attorney Tyrone Bickerdt said his 
client was held on a traffic or misdemeanor 
charge in Westland and the charges were 
dismissed. His client was seeking access to 


his mental health medication, Bickerdt said. 
He said because of the delay with the tether, 
he has had to spend one more week in jail. 

Forsythe’s live exam is March 28. 

Judge Martin lectured Forsythe that no 
contact means no contact at all. She said 
the concern is that the complainant works 
in Livonia and the defendant is not working 
and would be like under house arrest. 

Bickerdt said he doesn’t know if the 
charges of contact are true. 

“The court modified the bond last week,” 
Judge Martin said. “He is to be on tether. 
If he gets in contact, she will report and he 
will be back in jail.” 

Forsythe is charged with unlawful 
imprisonment, assaulting / resisting / 
obstructing a police officer, indecent 
exposure, and domestic violence on Feb. 21 
in Van Buren Township. 

At the March 9 court session, Movsisyan 
said an off-duty police officer was a witness 
to the domestic violence and when he tried 
to intervene to help the victim, the defendant 
barricaded himself in their home with his 
wife and child. It took many officers to end 
the standoff, she said. He is not to return 
to his Willow Way address under his bond 
stipulations. 

Shabrea Lashawn Nunn 

Shabrea Lashawn Nunn, 28, of Westland, 
did not appear for her Aug. 18 zoom 
arraignment and pretrial and a bench 
warrant was signed for her arrest. Her 
$5,000 personal bond was revoked and her 
bond now will be $5,000/10%. Her notice 
for the court date was returned several times 
by the post office as undeliverable. 
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She is charged with having no insurance 
under the insurance code on Feb. 3, 2020 in 
the City of Belleville. 

Krystal Mari Falcon 

Krystal Mari Falcon, 39, of Van Buren 
Township and previously of Sumpter, was 
before Judge Martin on Aug. 18 for her 
arraignment and probable cause conference 
on a felony charge of possession of narcotic 
or cocaine less than 25 grams on Aug. 19, 
2020 in Sumpter Township. Her attorney 
David Goldstein asked for personal bond 
and Judge Martin said law enforcement in 
Sumpter Township asked for $5,000/10% 
bond, but she will depart from that and set 
$5,000 personal bond. She said discovery is 
outstanding so she adjourned the probable 
cause conference to Sept. 8. On Sept. 
8, Judge Green adjourned the probable 
cause conference to Oct. 6. At that date, 
she waived her preliminary exam and she 
was bound over to circuit court for her 
arraignment on the information on Oct. 20.

COVID-19 deaths 
remain at 128 in 48111 
positive tests at 8,889 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained 
at 128 as of Monday, March 28, according 
to figures from the Wayne County Health 
Department. The COVID-19 death number 
in the tri-community has been at that 
number since March 10. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 
48111 totaled 8,860 on Monday, March 28, 
up from 8,889 on Monday, March 21. 

On Monday, March 28, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 6,070 positive cases, 
86 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,032 positive 
cases, 13 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,787 positive cases, 29 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had three 
positive cases last week, one on Monday, 
March 21, one on Tuesday, March 22, and 
one on Thursday, March 24. As of March 
24, there has been a total of 556 positive 
cases since the beginning of the school 
year last August.

On that date Judge Oakley 
ordered him to pay $1,745 within 30 days, 
have 36 months of probation, continue 
counseling, have no contact with the 
complaining victim, and can have the tether 
removed. 

James Allison Devlin 

James Allison Devlin, 66, of Van Buren 
Township had been charged by the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
for feeding deer on Dec. 5, 2020 and his 
pretrial had been delayed until defense 
attorney Murray Duncan could research the 
law. 

At the Aug. 25 pretrial, Judge Oakley 
wanted to hear Devlin’s story. He said he 
lives on five acres in Van Buren Township 
and has been feeding the wildlife for 25 
years. He said he puts out feeders around 
his property to see from his window the 
turkeys, rabbits, deer and whatever other 
animals come. He said he is not baiting and 
all the feeders are visible from his house. 
He has been married for 33 years and is 
employed. 

In a plea deal, Devlin pled no-contest to 
the charge and Judge Oakley gave him a 
delayed sentence for six months, with the 
charge being wiped from his record after 
that time if there are no further problems. 
The judge also set $400 in court costs but 
did not suspend Devlin’s hunting privilege.

LDFA vice chairman Doug Peters, a 
retired attorney, said they could just add 
a sentence to the LDFA bylaws saying 
anything beyond the debt could be spent by 
“the ordinary and usual budget process.”

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VBT planners approve DTE modular restroom addition

The DTE Western Wayne Service 
Center complex at 8801 Haggerty Rd. just 
south of Ecorse will be adding a modular 
shower/locker room after the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission approved 
its preliminary and final site plans at the 
March 23 meeting. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said DTE is 
seeking to install a 1,285-square-foot 
addition to an existing 116,377-square-foot 
office and manufacturing building used 
by DTE. The addition will be 465 square 
feet masonry construction on grade beam 
expansion and 84 square feet of temporary 
modular restroom set on piers. 

He said they plan to build a masonry 
office and restroom for use by the field 
staff next to the existing truck lot. 

Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant 
from McKenna Associates, said the old 
drainage pond on the 26-acre parcel needs 
to be redone and the outdoor storage rack 
split off, but this request is for the trailer 
and addition only, needing no company or 
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township engineering. 

DTE regional manager Barbara 
Rykwalder said the workers at the site 
requested closer restroom facilities. She 
said one of the goals for DTE is safety and 
presently the workers are having to walk 
through the building to reach the restrooms 
and trucks are moving around inside 
making it dangerous. She said the service 
center serves all of Wayne County and into 
Oakland County and the storm season is 
coming in. 

Krishnan questioned the looks of the 
doublewide trailer on little pillars and DTE 
engineer Brock said it will have a steel- 
ribbed skirt to match the color of the siding. 
Krishnan said that makes it look like a 
trailer. Rykwalder said they can upgrade 
the skirt to make it look more permanent. 

Commissioner Brian Cullin asked if it 
is permanent, why is it a trailer? DTE 
representative Jean Uwizeye said it is a 
time factor and cost factor to address and 
immediate need. 

The commission passed the motion to 
approve the project with the stipulation that 
the skirting be the same masonry material 
as the adjacent structure. 

A comment was made by Steven 
Darke via zoom that the township should 
reevaluate its ordinance that allows 
installation of a trailer. He said this is too 
low a design structure. At the end of the 
meeting, Commissioner Jeff Jahr replied to 
Darke that he heard his comment, which he 
thought was apt. 

In other business at the March 23 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Approved DTE Electric’s tree removal 
permit application for the removal of 56 
regulated trees at 42061 Ecorse, between 
Haggerty Road and Kirkridge Park Drive, 
to prepare the site for construction of 
a future substation, called the Morton 
Substation. Rykwalder said the substation 
will support businesses in the township and 
the area. The property recently was rezoned 
for the project and the trees are tagged with 
metal tags. Power said DTE already has 
presented a check for the permit and will 
plant replacement trees in Van Buren Park 
in the fall, after their plan is first reviewed 
by township staff. Power said he expects 
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DTE to be back with a site plan within the 
next two months. Krishnan said there are 
115-117 total trees, with one-half removed 
and one-half replaced; 

e Approved temporary land use for the 
TNT Fireworks tent at the Walmart site at 
10562 Belleville Rd. from June 22 to July 
5. Power said this is the eighth year and it 
has operated without problems; 

e Heard Power explain the proposed text 
amendments to the VBT Zoning Ordinance 
that he has presented to them are for the 
Sumpter Road Mixed Use District and the 
Sumpter Road Overlay District and related 
amendments. He asked the commission 
members to review the language and send 
him any comments. The first real work 
session on this will be at the next meeting, 
April 13, he said. Commissioner Brian 
Cullin asked if the land recently cleared 
on Sumpter Road is in the city and Power 
replied, “just barely.” He said they have a 
“live map” that commissioners can use to 
determine whether property is in the city or 
the township along Sumpter Road between 
the city limits and Hull Road, since parcels 
go in and out of the city and township; and 

e Voted unanimously on a resolution to 
change the commission’s regular meeting 
time from 7:30 p.m. to 5:30 p.m. on the 
second and fourth Wednesdays of the 
month. Power said he will submit their 
action to the township board for its April 
5 agenda, since the board will have to 
approve this. He expects the time change 
will take effect at the commission’s next 
meeting on April 13.
